Operation of the Adamson set and 
the demands of other employes of the 
road, increases In taxes, advancing 
prices for materials and the neceasity 
of development to meet enlhrge de¬ 
mands, wera carfnes recited by the 
Chesapeake *and Ohio Railroad In a 
petition filed with the Public 8ervice 
Com mission asking for a rehearing of 
the two-cent rate caae. Two weeks 
ago the commission rejected the ap¬ 
plication of the road. In the petition 
for rehearing * the railroad company 
declares that the demands made upon 
it for development require Incresned 
revenues.
